Playing of Games,—Arising out of 
complaints received as to interference 
caused to games by unreasonable action 
‘on the part of other players, it has been 
decided, upon the recommendation of 
the Committee, to amend the 
Regulations so that during the winter 
months golf may be played without 
restriction in the forenoons but in the 
afternoons this game shall be permitted 
only when the ground is not required 
for other organised sports or games, and 
on Saturdays and + undays it shall cease 
at 1.30 ‘As regards the summer 
months it is considered that for the 
present no change is requisite in the 
regulation that golf is not permitted 
after 3 p.m, 

It has further been decided to include 
baseball in the games for which provision 
is made in Rules 8 and 11, and to 
disallow the reservation in advance of 
grounds for practice games.

10.—No play is permitted when, in 
the opinion of the Parkkeeper, the 
grounds are not in a fit condition. 
A notice to that effect will then be 
exhibited at the entrance. 

11.—Cricket, football, hockey and 
baseball, are not permitted on Sundays 
until 1 p.m. ‘ 

12,—The positions of lawn tennis 
courts are arranged by the Superinten- 
dent. Persons using the courts are 
required to wear indiarabber soled boots 











or shoes. 

13.—The playing of golf is not 
permitted — 

(a) after 3 p.m, between May 1 and 
October 31 : 

(4) between November 1 and April 
30; on Saturdays and Sun ‘ays, after

Under 
these circumstances, while recognising 
the good services which the Institation 
gives to the poorer section of the 
Community, the Council is unable to 
entertain the application which you 
make for an increase in the annual grant.

St. Joseph's Institate, 
Shanghai, November 13, 1914, 

Dear Sin,—Last year we had the 
honour of addressing the Council with 
1 request for the increase of the annual 
grant for our orphanage, known as 
St. Joseph's Institution ‘(Providence 
School), and the Council ‘replied on 
March 7, 1914, stating that our Institn- 
tion was situated in the French Settle- 
ment, additional assistance out of 
Pablic Funds, should fall, rather on the 
French than on the Foreign Settlement, 
and that, therefore, our application could 
not be entertained. 

Under these circumstances we feel 
some diffidence in returning to the 
subject, in order to explain the facts, 
‘more fully on this occasion, and to renew 
cur request in the confidence that a 
careful study of the grounds upon which 
it is based, will convince you and the 
Council, that we are not asking for any- 
thing but what is reasonable, 

The following are the facta :—

Amount of Grants.—As to the 26 
French children we are assisted annually 
by a Grant from the Freach Countil of 
Tis 1,500, which has been increased to 
its present’ figure on one occasion since 
the year 1876. 

‘8 to the 101 children from the 
Foreizn Settlement we are assisted 
annually by a Grant from the Municj 
Council _o° the Foreign Settlement 
North of she Yangkingpang by a Grant 
of Tls, 1.090: this was wade in the year 
1876, and has not been increased on a 
single occasion since. 

Tt will thus be seen that (assuming 
that the whole of the 30 children in 
1876 came from the Foreign Settlement) 
whereas, the Municipal Council 38 years 
ago allowed $33 per year per child, they 
now allow us $10 per year per child. 
Meanwhile expenditure has, of course, 
become very much higher, and may be 
seen in detail by reference to our last 
statement of accounts which we sent to 
you in February. 

Character of the Orphanage.—You 
remarked in your letter of March 7, 
that our Institution was jrimarily of 
French origin snd conducted under 
French auspices. We do not think 
this statement gives quite a correct 
description of our position, as we bave 
made it here: but even if it were so, we 
feel bound to point out that this far- 
nishes no better ground for withholding 
assistance, than it did at the time of our 
establishment: the Council assisted us 
in a certain proportion then, and we 
think we can fairly ask for assistance 
inthe) saniegreorion now. But we 
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would describe ourselves rather ss 
yrimarily of charitable origin. For 
nearly forty years we have fed, 
clothed, and brought up the orphans 
of the Settlements without distinction 
of race or class. As an instance of 
what is meant, we must point out that] 
our annual deficit (which for the year 
1913 was $10,000) is supplied by our 
paying Institute. Our mothers have 
also given their lives to the Institution 
solely out of charitable motives. There- 
fore we would ask that our origin be| 

ded as charitable and educative, 
‘and nothing else. 

‘As to our orphanage being conducted 
under French auspices, though the j oiut 
hardly affects the issue, we venture also 
to call this into question. Our English- 
speaking Mothers, who are British 
subjects, are in some cases known 
Jersonally to the Members of the 
Council, and we would , oint with ab- 
solute confidence also, to the results of 
the work, as shown in the orphans whom 
wo have brought up, and who are now 
in the world, in evidence of the fact that 
we have fitted them for life not merely 
among French people but in the 
International community. We have 
conducted the orphanage on the broadest 
possible lines, and we believe the Mem- 
bers of the Educational Committee have 
nothing but good to say of what we 
have striven to do. We have not 
obtruded our work on the 




















this way if it were not now necessary t 
make the matter clear. 

We trust that enough has been ssid 
to show that the orphanage has done 
very valuable and disin‘erested work 
for the Foreign Settlement, 
therefore entitled to the Council 
est consideration. Without additional 
assistance and sympathetic practical 
co-operation, it is quite evident that in 
spite of our efforts, we cannot alone 
maintain this heavy burden. 

It is to be added that the Police 
and Consulates have often sent us 
orphans to be brought up without any 
compensation, 

In the circumstances, we respectfully 
request that the Council's Grant of 
Tis, 1,000, which we have patiently 
accepted without increase for 38 years, 
be raised for this yenr, and the futare 
to Tis, 3,000, or to such other adequate 
amount as the Council may be good 
enough to decide,

December. 


Roads —A 14’ strip of Edinburgh 
Road is being ballasted and metalled 
between Siccawei Road and Yuynen 
Road. The work will be contiaued 
Northwards to the Brenan Road and 
thence to the Jessfield Road. 


‘West Soochow Road has been opened 
to traffic as an unmetalled road East of 
Tonquin Road. 

‘A usefal widening has been effected 
at the corner of Yates Road and Great 
‘Western Road. 


Dixwell Road is being chip paved 
between Sawgin Road and the Sawgin- 
Ikiang, along the length of the concrete) 
bunding constructed last year. 

‘A rectification of the line of Thorburn 
Road has been carried out North of 
Yangtszepoo Road and an awkward 
bend in the road thereby eliminated. 


‘The carriageways of the Boone Road 
and Hanbury Road have been widened 
along the frontage of the Hongkew 
Markets by reducing the width of the 
footpaths, in order to relieve, to some 
extent, the congestion of traffic.
